Psalm 1 about God’s blessed 
man surely must have been writ- 
ten, by divine inspiration, about 
men like Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., and 
it certainly includes him. “Blessed 
is the man that walketh not in 
the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
standeth in the way of sinners, 
nor sitteth in the seat of the 
scornful,” says Psalm 1:1. The 
man God blesses does not yoke up 
with the ungodly, does not sit 
side by side with the scornful 
about historic Christian faith. 


Again the next verse says about 
God’s blessed man, “But his de- 
light is in the law of the Lord; 
and in his law doth he meditate 
day and night.”’ God’s blessed man 
delights in the Bible, meditates in 
the Bible day and night. 


And what does God do for His 
blessed man who avoids tying in 
with the ungodly and who de- 
lights in and meditates in and de- 
fends the Word of God? We are 
told, ““And he shall be like a tree 
planted by the rivers of water, 
that bringeth forth his fruit in 
his season: his leaf also shall not 
wither; and whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper.” 

Note these three great charac- 
teristics. God’s blessed man a- 
voids the tie, the yoke, the fellow- 
ship with the ungodly, the wicked, 
the unbeliever; he delights in the 
Word of God with holy meditation 
and patterns his whole life to- 
ward it. And then God blesses 
such a man with fruitfulness, with 
green leaves of joy, and with 
fruitfulness in season, and ‘“‘what- 
soever he doeth shall prosper.” 


Three Strong Reasons for 
Calling Attention to God’s 
Good Man, Dr. Jones 


It is always right and proper to 
Say accurate and sincerely good 
things about men who have prov- 
en themselves good and faithful, 
men who have suffered for Christ 
and lost friends for Christ or men 
who have faithfully obeyed in time 
of stress and proven themselves 
friends of historic Christian faith, 
friends of the Bible, friends of 
soul winning. 

But at this time there are three 
particular reasons for calling at- 
tention to Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., 
founder of Bob Jones University, 
a giant for God. 

First, he has been sixty years 
an evangelist. October 30 he will 
be 74 years old. Sixty years ago 
this summer, as a boy less than 
fourteen, he started out preach- 
ing in a country district in Ala- 
bama. He built his own brush 
arbor, called people together, 
preached the Gospel, had people 
saved, led in the organization of 
a new church. Then he began 
his work as an evangelist, walk- 
ing when he could not ride, 
preaching for nothing, his life 
wholly laid on the altar. Sixty 
years of faithful preaching by a 
man who still believes what he 
believed when he started, a man 
who still believes the Bible just 
as his mother believed it, a man 
going to the very top of Christian

usefulness who still has the sim- 
ple, humble faith and preaches it 
with power as he did sixty years 
ago — that is a record rarely 
equaled. Gypsy Smith was an evan- 
gelist for sixty years. What other 
widely known evangelist does any- 
one know of who preached the 
Gospel as Dr. Bob Jones has for 
more than sixty years, preaching 
usually to great multitudes, win- 


ning hundreds of thousands of 
souls to Christ? 

The second reason for calling 
attention to Dr. Bob Jones is to 
remind people of the blessing of 
God upon him. It is well for 
young people to know that God 
blesses a man who is true. The 
first Psalm really works! The 
God who stood by Daniel and

But Have Everlasting Life 


What a text! It begins with God 
and ends with eternal life—and 
you (“whosoever”) are between 
the two! This great text tells us 
two things about God and two 
things about man: God loved the | 


world and gave His Son: the man 
who believes shall not perish but 
have life. 

The portion of the text we write 
of speaks of the blessings of the 
saved. 


“Shall NOT perish” gives 
the negative aspect; “BUT have” 
gives the positive. This little word 


BUT distinguishes between the 
saved and the lost: between the 
justified and the guilty; between | 


those who have life in Christ 
those who are dead in sin. 
believer will not perish but be 
saved; will not abide in death but 
will have life; will not be punished 
but will be blessed forever. What 
a difference that little word BUT 
makes. 

“Everlasting” and “eternal” are 
two words used in Scripture to 
describe the life referred to in 
this verse. These two words are 
synonymous, however, for they are 
different translations of one 
Greek word. We shall use them 
interchangeably in this article.

We read that 
he will be tormented day and 
night forever and ever. Demons 
have eternal existence, for we read 
of an everlasting fire prepared for 
the Devil and his angels. The lost 
have eternal existence, for we 
read that they are to be cast into 
eV fire. While the Scrip- 
tures recognize that Satan, 
demons, and the lost have eiernal 
existence, the Scriptures never say 
that everlasting life is to be pos- 
sessed by Devil, or demons, or the 
lost. “God hath given to us eternal

life’’ (I John 5:11) does not refer 
to the world. The pronoun “us” 
means believers. Everlasting life 


is the present possession of every 
believer, but the possession of no 
unbeliever. Life that lasts forever, 
and everlasting life are not one 
and the same, 

Everlasting lifé does not mean 
natural life. It is not a life derived 
from our parents, no matter how 


godly those parents may have 
been. It is not our natural life 
'refined or perfected. The differ-

schooled or cultured into ever- 
lasting life. It never comes to a 


man wrapped up in a diploma. 
Everlasting

life does not come 
through church member- 
ship, or through moral conduct, 01 
through high ideals. No system 
of religion can produce it; no ec- 
clesiastical fiat can confer it. You 
may give all your goods to feed 
the poor, and give your body to 
be burned, and still not have it. 
None of these, nor all of them to- 
gether, constitute everlasting !ife. 
Everlasting life does not mean 
mmortality. The word “immortal- 
ity’ in Scripture refers to the 
body. The living body is called a 
mortal body; the dead body is 
called a corruptible body. The liv- 
ing body is never called a corrupt- 
ible body, nor is a dead body ever 
called a mortal body. In the day 
when Christ returns, the corrupt- 
body of the dead man will 
put on incorruptibility, and the 
mortal body of the living man will 
put on immortality. These terms 
have to do with the resurrected 
and renovated bodies of the saints 
bodies that are fashioned like 
unto His body of glory (I Cor. 15: 
91-58). Neither mortality nor im- 
mortality have to do with the 
spirit of man which is just as im- 
perishable as God Himself.

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think that when we die we go to 
everlasting life. That is not true, 
We have everlasting life now, and 
if we die we go to Heaven. Ever- 
lasting life is not a locality. When 
our Lord said, “I go to prepare a 
place for you,’ He did not mean 
that. He was going to prepare 
eternal life. He was going to pre- 
pare a place in Heaven. 

Everlasting life does not mean 
a divine spark in man which is to 
be fanned into a blaze by some 
“puff of social service.’”’ The only 
trouble with the divine spark 
theory is that the spark went out 
six or seven thousand years ago 
and nothing but ashes remains. 

Everlasting life does not mean 
the old life changed. It is some- 
thing absolutely new. 

Everlasting life is not defined in 
John 17:3, which reads, “This is 
life eternal, that they may know 
thee, the only true God, and Je- 
sus Christ, whom thou hast sent.” 
This sets forth the purpose of ev- 
erlasting life—that we might 
know Him. Fverlasting life is not 
eternal existence merely, but eter- 
nal companionship with the Per- 
sons of the godhead: Father, Son 
and Spirit. 


“But Have Everlasting Life” 
Needs an Explanation 

The greatest question man has 
ever asked, and never answered is 
“What is life?’’ No one has ever 
been able to define life. 

What is life? Who knows? Sci- 
ence has put forth every effort 
and applied every possible test 
to discover what life is, but all 
in vain,

What is life? Who can say? We 
know so little about it. We merely 
know the fact of life. We see 
some of its manifestations; we 
describe some of its effects. It is 
in the beat of the pulse; it is in 
the throb of the heart; it is in the 
thrill of the voice; it is in the 
flash of the eye; it is in the smile 
on the lips; it is in the flush 
on the cheeks; it is in the move- 
ment of the body. But, after all, 
what is life? 

Since human life is beyond defi- 
nition, what shall we say about 
eternal life? Where will we ever 
get words to describe that? 

What is eternal Jife? Can man 
answer? No! NO! Can we get 
an answer? Yes. God answers the 
question in His Word. First John 
5:20, “His Son Jesus Christ. This 
is the true God and ETERNAL 
LIFE.” John 14:6, “I am the 
LIFE.” John 11:25, “I am the 
resurrection and the LIFE.” 
Colossians 3:4, ‘“‘When Christ who 
is our LIFE.” To have life we 
must have Christ. Second Corinth- 
ians 4:10, “That the LIFE also 
of Jesus might be made manifest 
in our. body.” Galatians 2:20, 
“Christ LIVETH in me.” Colos- 
sians 1:27, “Christ IN YOU the 
hope of glory.” First John 5:11, 
12, “God hath given to us ETER- 
NAL LIFE, and this LIFE is in 
his Son. He that hath the Son 
hath LIFE, and he that hath not 
the Son of God hath not LIFE.” 

Everlasting life is not in the 
first Adam, but in the Last Adam; 
everlasting life is in the Last 
Adam, not inherent in us. We 
must believe in the Last Adam to 
secure it. Man as born in Adam 
does not possess everlasting life. 

“This life is in his Son.” It is 
only in His Son. It cannot be had 
apart from His Son. It is not only 
from Him; it is m Him. It is 
inseparable from Him. Since life 
is in Christ and we have Christ, 
then we have what is in Him— 
eternal life. We may exist in the 
ordinary sense apart from Christ, 
but it is only through participa- 
tion in His Son that eternal life 
becomes ours. Man is dead in 
trespasses and sin, separated from 
God, and so entirely devoid of 
eternal life. Unless man becomes a 
recipient of life as a gift from 
God, he will eternally remain as 
he is. Our life apart from God is 
but a living death: There is an 
old saying, “In the midst of life 
we are in death,” but the believer 
can happily reverse it and say, 
“In the midst of death we are in 
life.”

ists and Dancing

The subject of dancing has al- 
ways seemed to be a very popular 
one, especially among the young 
people. They are asking, “Is it 
right or is it wrong?’ Whether 
we reply that it is right or wrong, 
our young péople want to know 
why. Those of us who deal very 
closely with young people recog- 
nize that dancing is a very press- 
ing problem to them. Our young 
people of today will not accept a 
positive or negative answer with- 
out sensible explanation. There- 
fore, it would behoove us who are 
pastors and Christian leaders to 
look into this problem and give 
answers that are concrete and 
sensible. 

All of us are 
fact that many 
young people, 


cognizant of the 

of our Christian 
especially in our 
city churches, do dance. The presi- 
dent of one of our Baptist col- 
leges asserts that 98 per cent of 
our students are dancing -when 
they come to us. A very prominent 
pastor in Mississippi says, “It ts at 
school that many of our youth 
learn to dance.” It is most im- 
perative that we come to some 
decision about this moral prob- 
lem, 

My good friend, Dr. Robert G. 
Witty, Pastor of the Central Bap- 
tist Church, Jacksonville, Florida, 
has recently made a survey en- 
deavoring to find out what South- 
ern Baptists think about dancing. 


Some of the material which will 
appear in this article is taken 
from this survey with the per- 
mission of Dr. Witty. 


Origin of the Dance 


Those of us who have studied 
this problem know that Bible 
dancing was a religious act, prac- 
ticed only on joyous occasions. 
Dancing was never in the inside: 
it was always in the open air. We 
find no place in the Bible which 
tells of both sexes mixing or 
uniting in a dance. Dr. R. G. 
“There is no record of 
social dancing for amusement ex- 
cept that of the vain fellows de- 
void of shame, and that of the ir- 
religious families described by Job, 
which produced in piety and ended 
in destruction.” Therefore, we 
must conclude that the dancing 
sanctioned by the Bible was a 
religious act and practiced only 
by one sex. It was practiced only 
after great victories and on oc- 
casions of great joy. The dancing 
took place in the daytime, and 
never in the houses, but always 
in the open fields. 

The dance, though it had a very 
definite religious origin, has now 
become very definitely secular. 
The Egyptians invented the as- 
tronomical dances, which repre- 
sented movements of heavenly 
bodies. “‘May” dances originated 
in Rome. Military dances, which 
are among the oldest, were per- 
formed with open swords. Sacred 
dances, which were common at a 


very remote period, were prac- 
ticed by the Jews. In ancient 
times the Galls, Germans, Spain- 
ards, and English indulged in 


dancing as a religious rite. The 
American Indians had their War 
Dance, and the Dancing Dervishes 
engaged in dancing as an act of 
worship. The round dance is of 
modern origin. It was imported to 
America in 1795 from Germany 
and it was many years before 
it would be tolerated by respect- 
able people. In 1911 the Tur- 
key Trot came, then the Charles- 
ton, Rumba, Mambo, Samba. Jit- 
ter-bug, and now the world’s 


worst—the Rock ’n Roll. Every- 
one knows that this Rock ’n Rol] 
is the latest teen-age rage. It 


seems that this particular type of 
jazz music has captivated our 
Jesse 
Clubb, who wrote an article in 
the Home Life Magazine recently 
on Rock 'n Roll, said that many 
parents think it is high time to 
put a stop to the rioting and 
shaking of their adolescents in re- 
sponse to this syncopated music 
with its savage tom-tom beat. One 
mother has said, “My children 
have never thought of dancing, 
but now they are playing those 
records and trying it.”

Why Do Young People Dance? 

Reverend David C. Hall states 
that in his estimation many young 
people dance because of the ab- 
sence of a definite stand against 
it on the part of parents, teach- 
ers, and pastors. When a definite, 
reasonable stand is taken against 
the modern dance, it makes it 
easier for our young people to 
leave it alone. It seems that some 
dance because of the desire for 
social acceptance. Teen-agers do 
not want to be left out, and if 
they think their friends are doing 
it, it makes their battle harder. 
According to many Intermediate

workers, particularly those in the 
younger departments, many girls 
want to go to dances so they can 
wear long dresses. They have a 
desire to dress up and the dance 
gives them the occasion to do it. 


Objections to Dancing 

There are many who agree that 
dancing. leads to sexual tempta- 
tions. Physical contact with per- 
sons of the opposite sex under 
highly emotional stimulating con- 
ditions leads to a breakdown of 
morals. Dancing contributes to 
the weakening of the Christian’s 
spiritual life and reduces his 
prayerful spirit and jeopardizes 
his spiritual growth. We believe 
that dancing cripples the Chris- 
tian’s influence with others. It is 
a proven fact that dancing Chris- 
tians are not soul winners, and are 
not sought out for spiritual help 
in the crisis times of life. 


What Leading Seuthern Bap- 
tist Ministers Say About 
the Dance 

Dr. Vernon Yearby, Secretary of 


the Department of Evangelism, 
Baptist State Executive Board, 
Montgomery, Alabama, _ stated, 


“The prime requisite of a Chris- 
tian is to be a soul winner. I have 
never known a consecrated Chris- 
tian and consistent soul winner 
who participates in the modern 
dance—-the converse holds true in 
my experience. I have never 
known either youth or. adult pro- 
fessing Christian who participates 
in the modern dance to be a soul 
winner.” 

Dr. C. C. Warren, President of 
the Southern Baptist Convention 
says, “In the light of Galatians 
2:17, I do not believe a Christian 
should dance; because dancing is 
not conducive to spiritual 
growth.” He further states, “I un- 
hesitatingly declare my _ convic- 
tions. Publish to the whole world 
that we are against it. Let there 
be no mistake where we stand.” 

Dr. C. Oscar Johnson states, “I 
never have felt that the dance can 
contribute to the spiritual life 
of anybody. I do not think it con- 
tributes to health. I doubt if it 
contributes to the right kind of 
sociability. I have never known 
a dancing church member to be @ 
soul winner. All of these things 
have come out of years of ex- 
perience.”’ 

Dr. R. Kelly White, President of 
Belmont College, Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, states, “Dancing is wrong 
in the same sense that bodily con- 
tact between girls and boys is

Disease 


or Sin?

In The Daily Olympian, Olym- 
pia, Washington, there appeared 
on July 24, in the column of 
letters from the readers, a letter 
saying that alcoholism is illness, 
not sin, and that the problem 
is not liquor but the man. At 
the time, Evangelist Robert L. 
Sumner, Contributing Editor of 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD, was in 
revival services with the First 
Baptist Church of Tumwater, 
Washington. He read the foolish 
letter which was sponsored by 
the liquor industry itself, and an- 
swered it. Because of the import- 
ance of the answer, the Roman 
Catholic editor agreed to pub- 
lish it in full, though it was twice 
as long as the space usually al- 
lowed. And the answer is so good 
that we publish part of the first 
letter and the answer in full by 
Brother Sumner. 


Liquor Industry Says Alco- 
holism Is a Disease 


Part of the letter, signed with 
the initials, “V. A. T.,” is as fol- 
lows: 

“IS IT A DISEASE? 
“Editor, The Daily Olympwn: 


“T think I am writing on a sub- 
ject of wide interest—alcoholism. 

“This is a problem that should 
be better understood. I therefore 
call attention to a comprehensive 
survey recently published, on the 
extent public action is being taken 
to combat the illness—for that’s 
what alcoholism is. And I am glad 
that more and more people are 
beginning to understand that it 
is a disease. 


“The report, contained in a 
booklet entitled Programs on Al- 
coholism Research, Treatment and 
Rehabilitation in the United States 
and Canada, issued by Licensed 
Beverage Industries, Incorporated, 
shows that 42 states have enacted 
legislation dealing with alcohol- 
ism, and 34 have in operation 
state-sponsored programs of treat- 
ment, research and education. 


“In making the report public, 
Thomas J. Donovan, vice president 
of the liquor industry public re- 
lations organization which pre- 
pared it, said, “The industry 
agrees with these states and with 
the medical profession that the 
problem of alcoholism lies in the 
man and not in the beverages he 
may consume, After many years 
of misunderstanding, alcoholism is 
now being approached construc- 
tively, and we are glad to make 
this annual survey and publish 
this report on the state programs 
of public interest.

Consider the following errors in 
his reasoning: 


1. Liquor Industry Deliberately 
Misleads About the Sin of 
Drinking 

(1) He offers his proof from a 
prejudiced source! The only evi- 
dence given favoring his assump- 
tions is taken from a booklet he 
confesses was “issue by Licensed 
Beverage Industries, Incorporat- 
ed,” and he especially highlights 
the comments of a “Thomas J. 
Donovan, vice president of the 
liquor industry public relations or- 
ganization which prepared it.’ You 
could hardly expect the voice of 
paid propagandists to cry out in 
condemnation of their sponsor! 
That would be as ridiculous to 
expect as to imagine for a mo- 
ment that the medical committee 
established by the tobacco com- 
panies would release a report ad- 
mitting that smoking has a major 
carcinogenic (cancer producing) 
effect on its users. I suppose that 
if the southern bootleggers ever 
organize they will set up their 
own scientific research committee 
to determine whether their busi- 
ness is harmful or blessed, right 
or wrong! (And when we discuss 
the liquor question, let us remem- 
ber that as far as its effect on 
the human body is concerned, it 
makes little difference whether 
the bottle has a government 
stamp on the outside—the liquid 
poison inside is the same!) 


2. The Bible, the Highest Author- 
ity on the Question of Alcoholism 

(2) He ignores entirely the 
highest authority on the subject! 
The question of booze for blessing 
or blight is discussed repeatedly in 
the Holy Bible. Although Bible 
truth is always absolute truth, 
V. A. T. made no reference to its 
teaching whatsoever. His failure is 
not too surprising, however, since 
the Word of God is bitter in its 
biting condemnation of intoxicat- 
ing beverages. Proverbs 20:1 is a 
sample: “Wine is a mocker, strong 
drink is raging: and whosoever 
is deceived thereby is not wise.” 
Other instances of God’s vehement 
disapproval of booze is seen in 
such Scriptures as Isaiah 5:11 and 
22; Habakkuk 2:15 and 16; Prov- 
erbs 23:29 through 33; and a 
host of similar passages. The God 
of the Bible is unalterably opposed 
to liquor. Not only so, but the 
Word of God repeatedly describes 
alcoholism as a sin, not a disease. 
The drunkard (alcoholic) is listed 
in such passages as I Corinthians 
6:9 and 10 and Galatians 5:21 
along with fornicators, idolators, 
adulterers, effeminate, abusers of 
themselves with mankind, thieves, 
covetous, revilers and extortion- 
ers. If alcoholism is a disease, then 
so is idolatry, adultery, stealing, 
coveting and every other sin 
known to mankind. I am saddened 
that so many good people have 
been so shallow in their thinking 
as to swallow this new-fangled 
theory of the liquor crowd that al- 
coholism is a disease. God calls it 
4 sin. 


3. Why Not Try to Stop the 
Cause of Alcoholism? 

(3) He endeavors to find a cure 
for an effect instead of stopping 
the cause! If V. A. T. is right and 
ulcoholism is a disease, the only 
sensible thing intelligent people 
could do would be to unite in 
stamping out its breeding places: 
taverns, liquor stores, distilleries 
and all kindred organizations. His 
nNhilosophy about booze could be 
likened to a plan for building a 
hospital at the bottom of a cliff 
neople were falling over, rather 
than erecting a fence at the top. 
The only sure prevention of alco- 
holism is total abstinence since

Dr. Norman Vincent Peale 
Defends Dancing in Church 


New York Cleric Publicly Endorsed Billy Graham Crusade, 
Led in Prayer, Got Largest Number of Crusade “Inquirers” 


In the Christian Life magazine 
for September there is an inter- 
esting article about Dr. Norman 
Vincent Peale’s Marble Collegiate 
Church, on Fifth Avenue, New 
York, in relation to the Billy Gra- 
ham New York Crusade. Here we 
learn that “Marble Collegiate re- 
ceived the most decision cards of 
any New York City church (208 
by July 20).” It is supposed that 
the last six weeks of the Crusade 
after July 20, nearly 200 more de- 
cision cards would have come to 
Marble Collegiate Church. It got 
the largest number of decision 
cards sent from Crusade head- 
quarters, we are told. 

Christian Life magazine writes 
that the Marble Collegiate Church 
is “not generally known as evan- 
gelical.”” It provided “40 ushers, 
25 counselors, and many choir 
members.” Some of those ap- 
pointed as counselors were evi- 
dently not saved before, as CaAris- 
tian Life magazine says, “A num- 
ber of counselor-recruits made 
definite decisions for Christ dur- 
ing their training period. Twenty 
young adults responded to Gra- 
ham’s invitations during the meet- 


tell who the next alcoholic will 
be. As Dr. Andrew Ivy, vice pres- 
ident of the University of Illinois, 
expressed it: “Drinking in moder- 


ation is not scientific. The only 
factual or scientific guarantee 
against alcoholism ... is total ab- 
stinence.”’ 


4. The Social Drinker as Harmful 
as the Confirmed Alcoholic 
(4) He is only dealing with one 

phase of the liquor problem in 
discussing the alcoholic. Do not 
misunderstand me, the alcoholic 
is a real problem and I am for 
doing everything humanly and di- 
vinely possible to help him. I noted 
an Associated Press dispatch in 
your newspaper last week stating 
that there are now at least seven 
million alcoholics in the United 
States and that the “number of 
adult drinkers is increasing at the 
rate of 250,000 a year.” Fourteen 
years ago there were only three 
million alcoholics. This increase 
is most alarming since it means 
that there are almost three times 
as many alcoholics in our country 
as there are. people in the entire 
state of Washington. 

But as sympathetic as I am 
with every effort to help save the 
alcoholic, I see no wisdom in ig- 
noring the fact that the booze 
business will continue to turn out 
alcoholics by the millions as long 
as our government gives it the 
green light in production, adver- 
tising and distribution. 

Neither do I favor ignoring the 
factual evidence -that the social 
drinker is as harmful to society 
as the alcoholic. One of the largest 
insurance companies in America, 
the Travelers Insurance Company 
of Hartford, Connecticut, which 
made intensive studies of the 
drinking driver problem, reported: 
“The staggering drunk, bad as he 
is, is not the big problem. Drunks 
behind the wheel are vastly out- 
numbered by the drivers whose 
two or three or four drinks made 
them feel and look harmless. They 
don’t reel when they walk, but 
they kill when they drive.” 

As Dr. Robert V. Seliger, of 
world-renown John Hopkins Uni- 
versity, expressed it: “It is my 
personal conviction, based on ex- 
perience and psychiatry, that our 
social drinkers actually cause 
more trouble of more kinds as 
a group than do all true alcoholics 

. That little drink, medically, 
is a narcotic drug substance and 
can be compared to a shot of 
morphine.” Any person who drinks 
is a social problem, not just the 
alcoholic at the tragic end of the 
drinker’s road!

At Lake Louise, Dr. Lee Rober- 
son publicly called attention to 
Look magazine for September 3, 
which came out just after the 
close of the Billy Graham New 
York Crusade. Dr. Peale, as usual, 
answers questions. Dr. Rober- 
son was grieved that such a man 
should have public endorsement 
by Dr. Graham. Dr. Peale says he 
is complimented to be called “the 
Protestant Bishop Sheen,” sanc- 
tions divorce for alcoholism, and 
endorses bridge playing by Chris- 
tians. 

And then he writes on a ques- 
tion about the dance: 

“®. Is it right or wrong for 
young people to be permitted to 
dance in the social room of the 
Sunday school?

Dr. Peale answers, “In our own 
church, we have occasional danc- 
ing in our social hall. It is super- 
vised by staff members. Person- 
ally, I would rather have the 
young people enjoy clean fun un- 
der the auspices of the church 
than in some sour-smelling, dimly 
lit tavern.”

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life.” This really should be trans- 
lated “hath THE life.” This is a 
very clear declaration that to have 
Christ is to have life. This is not 
a life separated from Him. Note 
the expression in Colossians 3:4, 
“when Christ who is our Life.” 
This does not merely mean that 
Christ gave us life, although that 
is true. It means more. He is our 
Life. He gave us life by giving us 
Himself. He entered into our life, 
so that our. life is not one de- 
tached from Him. A spark may 
fly from a burning house and start 
another separate fire. Christ did 
not throw off a spark of life. A 
plant drops a seed and a sepa- 
rate plant grows, but that is not 
the kind of life we have. The life 
we have is unsevered and unsepa- 
rated from Christ. 


We believe that just as truly 
as the Spirit of God formed Christ 
physically in Mary, so Christ is 
formed spiritually in every be- 
liever. Our definition of a Chris- 
tian follows: A Christian is a re- 
incarnation of Jesus’ Christ. 
Colossians 1:27, “Christ in you.” 

In Galatians 2:20 Paul writes, 
“Christ liveth in me.” This is a 
blessed union. The Lord Himself 
compared the union between Him- 
self and the believer by the vine 
and its branches. The vine lives in 
the branch by means of the nour- 
ishment and vital energy which 
flow from the vine into every 
branch. If the branch were like 
the little horn of Daniel and had 
a mouth speaking great things, it 


could say, “I live, yet not I, but 
the vine liveth in me.” If the vine 
fails to extend its life into the 


branch, the branch dies. No vine 
in the branch, no life in the 
branch. The life center of a man’s 
physical body is the heart. The 
heart lives in every part of the 
natural body. When the _ heart 
beats, it pulses in every member 
of the body. You can feel it—you 
can even see it in the wrist. Place 
your finger on your brow and 
when your heart beats you can 
feel the pulse there. You can feel 
it in the ankle. It is everywhere. 
If your hand had any intelligence 
and could speak, it could savy, “I 
live, yet not I. The heart liveth 
in me.” Stop the heart and the 
hand is dead. The foot can say 
the same, and the head—‘“I live, 
yet not I. The heart liveth in me.” 


So the believer must say, “I 
live, yet not I. Christ liveth in 
me.” Dr. A. B. Simpson once spoke 
of Christian life as “just letting 
Jesus live His life through you.” 
This is true. The highest expres- 
sion of Christian living is not an 
imitation of Christ, but rather a 
repetition of Christ. It is from 
Him that there.come all the pulsa- 
tions of holy thought, holy af- 
fection, holy feeling, holy choice, 
holy purpose, which make the be- 
liever’s experiences. Holiness is 
not in the flesh. It is not natural. 
If Christ is in us, the same 
thought, and feeling, and principle, 
and purpose, and choice, and faith, 
and love, and joy which are in 
His heart will be repeated in us. 
Do you pray? That is the heart- 
beat of the Son. Do you seek the 
lost? That is the heartbeat of the 
Son. Are you filled with peace? 
That is the heartbeat of the Son. 


For me, Lord Jesus, Thou hast died, 
And | have died in Thee. 

Thou art risen: my bands are all untied, 
And now Thou livest in me. 


First John 5:12 also makes the 
negative statement, “He that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life.” 
Dr. W. H. Griffith Thomas ex- 
plains the clause “he who hath 
not” by saying, “‘He who does 
not want it’ would better express 
the thought here. It reminds us 
of the Lord’s ‘Ye will not come to 
me that ye might have life.’” So 
not to have the Son is not to have 
life, and not to have life is to 
perish. On the other hand, to have 
the Son is to have life and to have 
life is not to perish. 


Life is a gift. There is no life 
by spontaneous generation. Life 
comes only from life. Out of noth- 
ing, nothing comes. All life comes 
from a life above it. Since this is 
true, who gives life? Man cannot; 
therefore God must. God gave 
life to the archangel; God gave 
life to the beasts of the field, the 
fowl of the air, the fishes in the 


sea; God gave life to Adam, and 
so to us, There is no other source 
of life. 

This is true not only of phy- 
sical life; it is true also of eternal 
life. God hath given to us eternal 
life. Only God can give such life. 
Church cannot give it; college 
cannot give it; Congress cannot 
give it; club cannot give it; crea- 
ture cannot give it. “The gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” 

John 1:4 says, “In him was 
life.” What life? All life—physical, 
intellectual, judicial, spiritual, 
eternal. “In him was life’’—not 
death as in His creatures. “In him 
was life’’—not a derived life, but 
life inherent; life self-existent: 
life independent of all others. He 
is the Author and Sustainer of 
all life. He is the Fountainhead of 
life. “In him was life’’—and what- 
ever life you have is a gift from 
Him. 

This gift is bestowed upon who- 
soever believeth. The simplicity 
of this is seen in the line, 


“Who on the Son believeth, 
Everlasting life receiveth.”’ 


turally involved, but duration is 
also involved in the case of the 
sinner who has no eternal life. 


So the believer on the Lord 
Jesus Christ who has eternal life 
is in eternity already. We are as 
truly in eternity now as we will 
be when we get to Heaven. Hea- 
ven is merely a change of environ- 
ment and scenery. Scripture does 
not so much draw contrasts be- 
tween here and there, now and 
then, as between things seen and 
unseen, “We look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things 
which are not seen: for the things 
which are seen are temporal; but 
the things which are not seen are 
eternal” (II Cor. 4:18). 


Lot is an illustration of a man 
who looked at things seen. “And 
Lot lifted up his eyes, and beheld 
all the plain of Jordan” (Gen. 13: 
10). Abraham is an illustration of 
a man who looked at things un- 
seen. “He looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God” (Heb. 11:10). 
Eternal things existed in Abra- 
ham’s day. Eternal things exist 
now. To our mortal vision they are 
unseen, but we have a life which 
links us up to those unseen things. 
Heaven is a place to which we are 
going in the future, but eternity 
is with us now.

“But Have Everlasting Life” 
Declares Present Possession 


“God hath given to us eternal 
life.” It is not promised, but given. 
The word “have” is very emphatic. 
Either we have Christ or we do 
not have Him. Either we have life 
or we do not have life. “Have” 
does not mean hope, nor maybe, 
nor perhaps. It is very definite 
and very positive. It does not ad- 
mit of either misunderstanding or 
misinterpretation. If you believe in 
the Lord Jesus Christ, God's gift 
to you is eternal life, and this life 
is in His Son. 

Dr. Griffith Thomas says, ‘““The 
word ‘hath’ in the New Testament 
means both to obtain and retain, 
including not only possession but 
conscious possession. We might al- 
most say that ‘have’ means ‘to 
have and to hold.’ ”’ 

We have already said that too 
many, when they think of eternal 
life, think of something we shall 
have afterwhile; that is, when we 
get to Heaven. But we have it 
NOW. In our minds eternal life 
has to do with eternity—that is, 
in the sense of the future. The 
fact of the matter is, if we have 
eternal life we are already in 
eternity. Never forget that eternal 
life does not mean mere existence. 
Really, eternal life is not a matter 
of the almanac at all. It does not 
have to do with time but depends 
wholly upon our relationship to 
the Lord. We think of eternal life 
as life without end, but Jesus 
Christ is Eternal Life, and when 
you have Him you not only have 
life that shall have no end, but 
you have life that never had a be- 
ginning. You’ see, eternal life is 
not concerned with duration so 
much as quality. Duration is na-

In the light of all this, our lives 
ought to harmonize with eternity. 
Do we live for things temporal 
or things eternal? Do we live for 
the things that perish or for the 
things that endure? Do we live for 
things seen or for things unseen? 

Since eternal life is a present 
possession, it has to do with our 
present experiences. Life mani- 
fests itself in actions, and Christ 
who is our Life will make His 
presence known. If that life does 
not show, evidently there is no life 
in us. Paul declares, “The life 
which I now live in the flesh I 
live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave him- 
self for me.” 


Paul is talking here about his 
ordinary, everyday life, not merely 
some lofty, mountain-top experi- 
ence that he had once in a while. 
It includes his working at the 
trade of tent-making with Priscil- 
la and Aquila. It includes his visit 
to the shops to buy cloth made of 
camel’s hair. It includes his visit 
to the markets. It includes his 
preaching. It includes his private 
life, and social intercourse, and 
his traveling from place to place. 
It includes his eating, his drink- 
ing, his rest. In other words, it 
includes every part of his every- 
day life. That which we do, and 
think, and say ought to be the 
out-working of eternal life within. 
Eternal life is not a mere torpid 
and apathetic thing. 


Hebrews 7:16 speaks of “the 
power of an endless life.’’ Dr. Sco- 
| field suggests that too many times 
our present life lacks power be- 
‘cause we think of its coming to 
an end at death or at the coming 
of the Lord. We seem to think 
ithat then we will begin all over 


again with some new kind of life. 
We excuse ourselves because of 
our subjugation to the world, the 
flesh, and the Devil, and we think 
of the time when we shall be holy. 
We think of future usefulness and 
future glory, but we have a life 
to live NOW. We ought not post- 
pone any excellency of life until 
the day when we meet Him. We 
ought not to be satisfied with 
earthly and fleshly things because 
we are still on the earth. Eternal 
life ought to mean eternal living 
The “law of the spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus’ frees us from the 
law of sin and death. 


Furthermore, our experiences, 
our afflictions, our trials ought al- 
ways to be viewed in the light of 
eternity. Second Corinthians 4:17, 
18 make plain the fact that when 
affliction comes it has relation to 
things unseen because the Father 
in Heaven, through that affliction. 
is Shaping us for greater glory 
in the days to come. The same 
thing is true of our joys and 
blessings. 


The conclusion of this matter 
is that we ought so to live that if 
we knew the Lord was coming in 
just a few hours, that knowledge 
would make no change in our liv- 
ing. 


As you meditate upon this 
truth, be sure that_ the part of 
your eternal life which you live 
here will affect your entire fu- 
ture. 


There is a legend that upon one 
occasion in the latter days of 
Greece, when all practical faith in 
the gods had died out of the minds 
of educated people,.a prize was of- 
fered to the sculptors of Greece 
for the best statue of a certain 
god. By a marble quarry, lived a 
country lad who still believed in 
that god, and for love of him de- 
sired to make the statue. He chose 
a block of marble and hewed away 
manfully. He had before his mind 
a beautiful ideal of the grace and 
majesty and power of that god, 
but when he had wrought his best, 
he made a very crude statue in- 
deed. The legend says that this 
god, who had seen his endeavor, 
when the trial came and the ex- 
perts were laughing at this crude 
thing, shaped with clumsy hand, 
but believing heart,—the god him- 


self entered into that pathetic 
marble failure, and then all the 
harsh lines flowed into perfect 
symmetry, the head was lifted 
proudly and the marble glowed 
with all the nameless grace of 
life. 

This legend faintly shadows 
forth the actual fact for you and 
me today, that God the Son is 
within us. He entered when we 
believed. He is now asking from 
us yieldedness to Himself. 


“But Have Everlasting Life” 
Includes All Eternity 

We enjoy the blessing and fruit 
of eternal life here and now, but 
we look on to the future when 
the hindrances of the present life 
shall be done away and we shall 
know in all its fullness the life 
of God, in that day when we shall 
be conformed to the image of His 
Son. Rotherham has well trans- 
lated I Corinthians 15:19, “If in 
this life in Christ we have hoped 
and that is all, we are of all men 
most to be pitied.”’ But our hope 
is not a mere bubble with no 
reality, for in that day when our 
Lord ‘comes, we shall enter into 
the blessed experience of being not 
only like Him but with.Him for- 
ever. 

What is eternity? Who can an-

wrong in what we call hugging 
and kissing or petting. If you 
separate the two sexes in danc- 
ing, you have no problem. Dancing 
is a form of athletics built on sex 
appeal. Anything is wrong that 
stimulates desire and causes 
young people to be tempted. Danc- 
ing often leads to sex indulgence.” 


Dr. Robert G. Lee, Pastor of 
Bellevue Baptist Church, Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, states, “The 
dance, contributing to aimless- 
ness and selfishness and familiar- 
ities not properly permitted else- 
where, assails intellectual im- 
provement, militates against the 
Christian life, retards spiritual 
power in the church, makes an 
impression of inconsistency on the 
unsaved, indulges personal vanity, 
and causes premature excitement 
of the passions.” 


Dr. W. A. Criswell, Pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, Dallas, 
Texas, states, “When young peo- 
ple ask me about the modern 
ballroom dance, I tell them that 
they lose their Christian influence 
when they indulge in these world- 
ly practices. There are not soul 
winners; there are not many pray- 
erful intercessors; there are not 
many devoted disciples of Christ, 
who frequent these places.”

as its constant companions such 
unholy allies as dope, rape, mur- 
der, licentiousness. If one is to 
judge a thing by the company it 
keeps, does not the modern dance 
stand lastingly condemned? It 
weakens one’s spiritual life, re- 
duces his prayerful spirit, jeopard- 
izes his spiritual growth, and crip- 
ples his good influence on others. 
With all else being equal, would 
you count a Sunday school teach- 
er or pastor who frequented night 
clubs and dance halls to be one 
you would seek in time of deep 
trouble? Dancing stresses sensual- 
ity in the name of art, places 
physical emphasis over the spirit- 
ual, emphasizes the temporal over 
the eternal, and magnifies the 
rational over the celestial. Could 
you imagine praying in Christ’s 
name on the dance floor? 

Therefore, the testimonies of 
our Southern Baptist leaders indi- 
cate that they are definitely 
against the modern dance. They 
have not come to these conclu- 
sions from emotional prejudice, 
but rather from factual study of 
its spiritual effects and associa- 
tions. 


My Own Experience 


Before I had become fifteen 
years of age I had learned to do 
every kind of dance invented up 
to that time including the Fox 
Trot, Waltz, Charleston, Rumba, 
Tango, and Jitter-bug which is 
termed Rock ’n Roll of today. I 
was so intrigued with the dance 
that I invented the Two-Step Hop 
from the Charleston which spread 
all over the country. My sisters 
began to. teach me when I was 
only eight years old. I was told 
that if I didn’t know how to dance 
when I grew up I would be a so- 
cial outcast. From grammar 
school through high school I at- 
tended all the dances given by the 
various school and civic groups. 
It was in high school that I be- 
gan leaving the prom or school 
dances with other young people 
in order to dance at other places 
around town. These places served 
alcoholic beverages. It was at the 
dance that I took my first drink 
and had my first sexual tempta- 
tion. My experience is the experi- 
ence of thousands of other young 
people today. When I was eight- 
een, I was converted and felt com- 
pletely out of place at the dance. 
Consequently, I refrained from go- 
ing anymore. I can say by experi- 
ence that’ the dance is taboo for 


Christian people who desire to 
be shining testimonies of the 
grace of God. 

There are definite principles 


which ought to guide Christians 
concerning the dance: Are most 
of the participants Christian or 
are they sinners? Will participa- 
tion help me or harm me? Can I 
be a radiant, happy, soul-winning 
Christian or will it rob me of 
spiritual power? Could I carry 
Christ on the dance floor with me, 
or would He be grieved at my 
participation? Would my influence 
for my church be helped or hind- 
ered by my participation? Is this 
a means of producing in me an in- 
ner peace and joy or would I be 
divided in my loyalties? Is the 
modern dance pure, morally up- 
lifting. or does it provide tempta- 
tions to lust, adultery, and death? 
After seriously and sincerely con- 
sidering these principles, any child 
of God must honestly come forth 
with a negative answer. 


What Can Churches Do to 
Help Solve This Problem? 


While our churches should take 
a definite stand against the mod- 
ern dance, they make a drastic 
mistake when they do not provide 
something to take its place. Mrs. 
Jesse Clubb says that the teen- 
ager’s interest in dancing is a 
symptom that there is a need 
in his life, which can also be met 
by wholesome activity furnished 
by the church. Therefore, church- 
es ought to have a great part in 
training and molding the lives of 
voung people by providing attrac- 
tive activities. If parents. and 
churches would assume their re- 
sponsibility of teaching and guid- 
ing these young people, this gen- 
eration can produce _— stronger 
Christian leacership for tomor- 
row than we have today. Because 
our young people of today have

swer the question? Illustrations 
are so futile.

What is eternity? Who can an- 
swer the question? Not even the 
Spirit of God, for He is limited by 
the limitations of human speech in 
trying to tell us the majesty, the 
marvel, the magnificence, the mir- 
acle of the things that God hath 
prepared for them that love Him. 


We humbly rejoice that the day 
will come when “God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes; 
and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neith- 
er shall there be any more pain: 
for the former things are passed 
away” (Rev. 21:4). “God _ shall 
wipe away all tears from their 
eyes.” No more tears! He who 
dries them is God Himself. This is 
not temporary relief; it is eternal. 
God not only shall wipe away all 
tears, but in that day remove ev- 
erything that causes tears—pov- 
erty, disappointment, suffering, 
bereavement, sin. “All tears!”’ And 
they be many. 


“And there shall be no more 
death.” “Death is swallowed up 
in victory.’ Everything associated 
with death will be gone—under- 
takers, hearses, funeral services, 
graveyards, tombstones. 

“Neither sorrow, nor crying, 
neither shall there be any more 
pain.”’ Sorrow shall cease. Crying 
shall be hushed.

The things which make up 
the volume of human Misery shall 
all be passed away. 


What is eternity? Who can an- 
swer the question? Maybe one 
word will make it as clear as 
volumes of speech. We give that 
word in an illustration that con- 
cerns an old saint of God who was 
stricken with paralysis. His serv- 
ice for Christ was finished and his 
life on earth drawing very near to 
its close. The last hour had come, 
and his family, Christians all, 
were gathered in his chamber. 
The paralysis had robbed the dy- 
ing man of the power of speech, 
but not of his joy in the Lord; 
his family could see that, and had 
no misgivings for him. Yet they 
longed for some final word, some 
cheer and comfort that would 
abide with them when he was 
gone, and it was quite right and 
natural that they should. 

In the hope that at the very 
last his speech might be _re- 
stored, they asked if he had any- 


experienced so much which does 
not satisfy, when they do find real 
satisfaction in Christ, they will 
have a greater testimony. 


While churches of other denomi- 
nations in our own communities 
are sponsoring dances in their 
church basements, we as Southern 
Baptists must take a _ definite, 
negative stand and inform our 
young people of the evil which 
stems from it.

than for thee,’’—-Matt. 11:22, 24), 
and according to sin (“Every 
transgression and disobedience re- 
ceived a just recompense of re- 
ward,” —Heb. 2:2), commends it- 
self to the judgment, to the con- 
science, of every honest man. 


The companion teaching to this 
in God’s Word is that there will 
be different degrees, or rewards, 
in Heaven. Just as the degree of 
man’s punishment in Hell will be 
determined by his life here; so the 
degree of a man’s reward in Hea- 
ven will be determined by his life 
here. The dividing line is redemp- 
tion. 


Salvation and Rewards Are 
Not the Same 


With many, salvation and re- 
wards mean the same thing, but 
the Saviour made a clear distinc- 
tion. “I give unto them eternal 
life, and they shall never perish’’— 
John 10:28 (“He that believeth on 


me hath everlasting life.”—John 
6:47);:—“Lay up for yourselves 
treasures in Heaven.’’—Matt. 6:20. 


Our salvation is a gift and depends 
upon the Saviour; our treasures in 
Heaven must be laid up by our- 
selves. 

Paul makes the _ distinction 
equally clear. “By grace have ye 
been saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves; it is the 
gift of God; not of works, lest any 
man should boast.’—Eph. 2:8, 9 
(A.R.V.)—‘“Each man shall receive 
his own reward according to his 
own labor.’’—I Cor. 3:8. But by 
rewards for service God’s Word 
does not mean God’s blessings on 
the faithful Christians in this life. 
It means rewards beyond this life. 

Jesus said: 


He means the promise of the Sav- 
iour, “Verily, verily I say unto you, 
he that heareth my word and be- 
lieveth on him that sent me hath 
everlasting life and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life.” 


The Great Loss of Burned 
Works 


But when the redeemed man’s 
works shall be burned, though he 
himself shall be saved (I Cor. 3: 
15), he shall suffer loss (I Cor. 
3:15), and the loss shall be ir- 
reparable, eternal, and so great 
that no human being in this age 
can fully realize it. Here the old 
translation, the King James’ ver- 
sion, has misled us. The oft- 
quoted sentence, ‘“‘What is a man 
profited if he shall gain the whole 
world and lose his soul? or what 
shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul?” is a mistranslation. The

Paul makes this dis- 
tinction clear, as well as the dif- 
ference between salvation and re- 
wards. He uses the illustration of 
building houses out of different 
material. He has been speaking of 
preachers and their work, and

“Let every man take heed how he

‘sake. Following immiediately He 
| says in verse 26, “For what shall 
'a man be profited, if he shall gain 
the whole world and forfeit his 
‘life? or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his life?”’ 

In verse 27 the Saviour makes 
plain how a man who would save 
his life, loses it, and how the one 
who shall lose his life for the 
Saviour’s sake shall find it,—in 
the rewards that he loses by try- 
‘ing to save his life, or gains by 
losing his life for the Saviour’s 
sake, “For the Son of man shall 
come in the glory of his Father 
with his angels; and then shall 
he render unto every man accord- 
ing to his deeds.” What deeds? 
Deeds of losing his life for the 
Saviour’s sake. For all eternity he 
will have no reward for the life he 
he has lost his life. 
Now, the Saviour says that if a 
man “shall gain the whole world,” 
and in doing so shall “forfeit his 
life,”’—sha]ll have no reward in 
eternitv as a result of his life (the 
principle laid down by Paul,

But if the one who “shall gain 
the whole world” and in doing so 


shalt be saved” (Acts 16:31), and' “shall forfeit his life,” shall have 


no reward for it, makes a fearful 
mistake, how much greater mis- 
take does the one make who for- 
feits his life to have no reward 
throughout eternity, in order to 
Bain a very small part of the 
world, as so many are doing? But 
if the one who “shall forfeit his 
life,’"’,—-have no reward in eternity, 

in order to gain but a very 
small part of the world, makes 
such a fearful, such a great mis- 
take, far worse is the bargain 
made by the unredeemed man who 
loses not only his“life but also 
loses his soul in order to gain 
a very small part of “the whole 
world.” And yet this is what the 
vast majority of men are doing. 
We cannot grasp it, we cannot 
realize it, but Jesus says that the 
rewards (not salvation—I Cor. 3: 
15) that men are losing are more 
than “the whole world.” 


Saved But With Wasted Life 


A great American statesman 
was told by his physician that in 
a few days he must die. That 
afternoon a minister called to see 
the dying statesman and asked 
as to his hope beyond the grave. 
The dying statesman replied, “Mr. 
Blank, I am going to Heaven when 
I die.” The minister asked the 
dying man on what he based -his 
hope. He replied: “Mr. Blank, I 
am ashamed to say that I am a 
Christian; but now that the time 
has come, I must not deny my 
Saviour. When I am dead tell your 
people that days before I died, 
when my mind was calm and 
clear, I gave my dying testimony 
that I was going to Heaven, re- 
deemed by the blood of Christ.” 

The minister pressed the ques- 
tion, why he thought he was a 
Christian. The statesman said to 
the Negro man who was nursing 
him, “Jack, go into my library and 
bring me my Bible.” Turning to 
the minister he said, “Mr. Blank, 
as I said to you, I am ashamed 
to say that I am a Christian, but 
now that the time has come, I 
must not deny my Saviour. Long 
years ago, back in the old red 
hills of Georgia, when I was a 
young man, one Sunday in an old 
country church I heard a Baptist 
preacher preach, and I understood 
him. He showed that God honestly 
loves this world, that Jesus Christ, 
God’s Son, died for our sins, and 
that He died for all of our sins; 
and that every one who would re- 
pent and trust Christ to save him 
was certain to go to Heaven. Out 
there in that old country church 
in the red hills of Georgia I ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ as my Re- 
deemer and Saviour that Sunday 
morning, and trusted Him to save 
me. I came west and became over- 
whelmed in business and politics. 
I have wasted my life.” 

Just then the Negro man re- 
turned and handed the Bible to 
the dying statesman. He turned 
the leaves and finally stopped, anc 
turning to the minister he said, 
“Mr. Blank, I am ashamed to say 
it, but I don’t know much about 
this Book; but I do know that 
this is God’s Word; and I do know 
that out in the old country church 


in the red hills of Georgia that 
Sunday morning, when 1 heard 
and understood the _ country 


preacher, I did, as a guilty, lost, 
justly condemned sinner, accept 
Jesus Christ as my Saviour and 
Redeemer and trust Him to save 
me. Listen, Mr. Blank: ‘He that 
believeth on the Son hath ever- 
lasting life.’ Mr. Blank, God says 
I have everlasting life, and I am 
going to Heaven when I die.” 


And turning, the great states- 
man buried his face in his piJlow 
and sobbed out his grief and re- 
morse. He did go to Heaven, “but 
God said unto him, Thou fool... 
so is he that layeth up treasures 
for himself and is not rich toward 
God.”’-—Luke 12:20, 21. 


The second case in point :— 

A rich banker in the West a 
few weeks before Christmas sent 
a check for three hundred and 
fifty dollars to his brother in the 
East, a poor country preacher, 
telling him to come and bring all 
of his family and spend Christmas 
with him. They had not seen each 
other since boyhood. 


The preacher and family ar- 
rived Christmas eve morning. 
That afterncon in carriages the 
two families drove over the bank- 
er’s beautiful farm of a thousand 
acres of rich land. Coming in late 
in the afternoon, they came by the 
nasture and saw the _ beautiful 
herd of blooded cattle. After a

sumptuous supper the banker's 
daughters gave them some splen- 
did music and the two ftamilies 
went upstairs to sleep. The two 
white-haired brothers, the banker 
and the poor country preacher, 
remained downstairs, and _ for 
hours talked of boyhood days in 
the old country home in the East. 


At last the conversation, like 
the fire in the fireplace, had about 
died out. Finally the banker 
turned and said, “Brother John, 
may I say something to you and 
you not get angry?” 

Said the preacher, “Why, broth- 
er James, you can say anything 
you wish to me and I will not get 
angry.” 

Said the banker, “Brother John, 
you and I were poor boys back 
in the old country home in the 
Kast and we agreed to be partners 
for life. One day you came to me 
and told me that you were called 
to preach. I told you then that 
you were a fool. What a fool you 
have been! Do you remember that 
rich farm of a thousand acres you 
saw this afternoon? Paid for with 
honest money, John. This com- 
fortable home for my old age, paid 
for with honest money, John. The 
fifty thousand dollars I have in 
the bank in the city where I am 
president of the bank, every dol- 
lar of it honest money, John. 

“John, you could have had as 
much as I have. What a fool you 
have been! Why, I had to send you 
the three hundred and fifty dol- 
lars to bring you and your fam- 
ily that I might see them before 
I die. And look at your daughters; 
they are dressed in such a shabby 
way that I am ashamed for my 
neighbors to see my children’s cou- 
sins. And look at you with your 
old seedy, worn suit and your 
patched shoes; I am ashamed to 
take you to town day after tomor- 
row and introduce you to my 
business associates. What a fool 
you have been! 

“Now, John, I am not saying this 
to wound your feelings; for I love 
you, John. But I don’t want you 
to let any of your boys be such 
fools as you have been. You know 
you have been a fool, Jonn.” 


Then there was silence for some 
time. The tears were trickling 
down the cheeks of the old coun- 
try preacher. At last he broke 
the silence, “Brother James, may 
I say something to you and you 
not get angry?” 

“Why, certainly, John, I did not 
say what I did to make you angry, 
but to keep you from letting any 


of vour boys be such fools as 
you have been, for you know you 
have been a fool, John.” 

“TI know,” replied the old 


preacher, “that it looks like I have 


heen a fool from this end of the 
line. brother James. But, brother 
James. we are both old men and 


we must soon go. Don’t be angry 
with me, brother James, but what 
have vou got up yonder?” 

Again there was silence, whicn 
was suddenly broken by the bank- 
er sobbing, “Oh, John, I ain a 
nauner at the judgment bar of 
God.”

“If 
any man’s work shall be burned,

far better be a pauper, and saved 


without any reward, than be a 
rich man in Hell (Luke 16:22, 
23): for they are dying all over 


the world who not only lived for 
this life, but from pride, or re- 
ligious prejudice, or love of the 
world, or secret sin, would not re- 


pent and be redeemed from the 
curse of the law (Gal. 3:13) and 
be saved (Acts 16:31). 
Rewarded According to 
One’s Labor 
With this teaching, that there 
are rewards in Heaven, there is 


another most helpful teaching and 
blessed fact, that the poorest, 
most ignorant and obscure can 
have just as great rewards as the 
richest, most learned, most ap- 
plauded. “‘Each man shall receive 
his own reward according to his 
own labour,’—I Cor. 3:8. “Behold, 
I come quickly; and my reward is 
with me, to give each one accord- 
ing as his work shall be,’—Rev. 
22:12; not according as his ap- 
parent success shall be. 


“And Jesus sat over against the 
treasury, and beheld how the peo- 
ple cast money into the treasury; 
and many that were rich cast in 
much. And there came a certain 
poor widow, and she threw in two 
mites, which make a farthing. And 
he called unto him his disciples, 
and saith unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, That this poor widow 
hath cast in more than all they 
that have cast into the treasury.” 


—Mark 12:41-43, 


The wealthy, the mighty, the 
renowned who serve faithfully aft- 
er they were redeemed from the 
curse of the law (Gal. 3:13). from 
all iniquity (Titus 2:14), shall 
receive their reward. But the poor, 
the weak, the obscure who serve 
as faithfully after they are re- 
deemed shall receive equally as 
great rewards; and if they have 
been more faithful, however small 
their sphere, they shall receive 
even greater rewards. “Two mites

In an American city, one morn- 
ing a man apparently sixty or 
seventy years of age, dressed as a 
plain business man, walked into 
the dining room of one of the 
leading hotels and sat down to 
breakfast. Some men at the ad- 
joining table were talking of a sad 
case of suffering, as reported in 
the morning paper; a poor widow 
with five children was very sick, 
who had, since her husband's 
death a few years before, strug- 
gled and made a living for her- 
self and children; but now, hav- 
ing been down sick for some time, 
everything was gone and they 
were suffering. 


The stranger listened to the 
sad story; and, having finished 
breakfast, he called a newsboy 
and bought a paper. The account 
gave the street address of the 
poor widow. He went to the street 
address, a street of poor cottages, 
and, knocking at the door, was 
led into the sick room by a child. 
He saw the condition of affairs 
and heard the widow’s story. 

Sitting by the bedside, he talked 
in a fatherly, cheerful way and 
tried to encourage the poor wi- 
dow: and quietly slipping some- 
thing under the pillow, as he was 
talking, he told the widow to use 
that as she need it. Then taking 
out a little book from his pocket, 
he wrote something and tore the 
paper out of the little book and 
slipped the paper under a book 
and told the widow to use that 
when she need it. Then calling 
down God's blessings upon the 
widow and her fatherless children, 
he bade them good-bye.

|Man may not see nor care, but 


God will own 
Thy worth and work; thy 
thoughts and deeds and ways. 


Riding along a lonely country 
road one Sunday afternoon, many 
years ago, returning from a coun- 
try church, a young preacher was 
talking to his companion, a young 
man eighteen years of age, telling 
him of God’s love and of God’s 
plan with men. The conversation 
had ended, and for some minutes 
they had been riding along in 
silence, when suddenly the young 
man spurred his horse up to the 
young preacher’s horse, and seiz- 
ing the reins, stopped both horses. 
Dropping the reins, he threw both 
arms around the preacher's neck, 
and as he began sobbing said, 
“Oh, R , how good God is!” 

How little men consider God's 
goodness. How good God is to have 
ever brought us into being! How 
good God is, though we have all 
sinned against Him (Rom, 3:23), 
“that he might be just and the 
justifier of him that hath faith 
in Jesus” (Rom. 3:26), to have 
provided complete redemption for 
us from all iniquity (Titus 2:14)! 

How good God is to have “in 
love predestinated us for adopt- 
tion as sons through Jesus Christ 
to himself” !—Eph. 1:5. 

How good God is to chastise us 
in love (Heb. 12:5, 6) instead of 
punishing us in Hell for our sins 
after we become His children (Ps. 
89 :27-34)! 

How good God is to place us 
where we will serve Him from 
love, and not from fear of pun- 
ishment (2 Cor. 5:14, 15)! 

How good God is, in addition to 
our salvation, to provide rewards 
in Heaven for the services we 
render here (Mait. 6:20)! 

How good God is to provide that 
the poor, the ignorant, the ob- 
scure, can have just as great re- 
wards as the more fortunate ones 
(Mark 1:41, 42)! 

How good God is to say, “if any 
man’s work shall be burned, he 
shall suffer loss, but he himself 
shall be saved, yet so as through 
fire’’!-—I Cor. 3:15.

than supernatural; it is more than 
supreme; this text is superlative. 
It is above them all. This is a 
grand text. It makes my heart re- 
joice when I read it; it ought to 
bring joy to every Christian just 
to hear it read; it ought to bring 
blessing as it brings the fruits of 
its contents to the ears of a sin- 
ner. May its message burn itself 
into our minds! May it enlighten 
our souls and quicken our spirits! 
May it write its imprint indelibly 
upon our hearts and may it im- 
pel us who are saved to service 
for God! To know that Jesus 
Christ ‘hath appeared to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of Himself’ 
should thrill us. 


And I want to say this—if you 
are saved, this message ought to 
be the star that guides you. It 
is the Star of Bethlehem that 
guides men to the Saviour. There 
are three brief, little phrases that 
express the outline of the simple 
truth of the text. First it speaks 
about the Peerless Person. That 
Peerless One is the Lord Jesus, 
the Son of God. Then it speaks 
about the Paramount Purpose—to 
“put away sin.” And then it talks 
about the Painful Pathway—-‘“by 
the sacrifice of himself.” 


The Peerless Person 


You cannot read this text with- 
out talking about the Peerless 
Person. When you come to a text 
with Jesus Christ in it, and see 
the place He has, it is always a 
good text. He is central in this 
text. He is always central in the 
3ible. He never takes second 
place. He is supreme in any text, 
and here is a text that starts off 
with Him—‘He hath appeared’ 
the Son of God, that Peerless Per- 
son hath appeared. Now let us re- 
member that He is the Son of 
God, unequaled. 


No mortal can with Him 
pare, 
Among the sons of men; 
Fairer is He than all the fair, 
Who fill the heavenly train. 


com- 


The Father said, “This is my be- 
loved Son,“in whom I am well 
pleased,” and He said again, ‘This 
is my beloved Son: hear him.” 
What was it His enemies said 
about Him? “Truly this was the 
Son of God.” I read in John 3:16 
“God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son.” He 
didn’t have another son. It was 
His only begotten Son. God gave 
Him. He is God’s only Son, and 
He is the one who is equal with 
the Father in purpose and in 
power. 

Remember what Jesus Christ 
said in John 10:30, “I and my 
Father are one.” Here He is not 
only trying to prove His Deity, 
but is telling us that He and His 
Father are one in protecting the 
sheep. You remember the verses 
just preceding in John 10:27-29: 


“My sheep hear my woice, and 
I know them, and they follow me: 
And I give unto them eternai life; 
and they shall never perish, neith- 
er shall any man pluck them out 
of my hand. My Father, which 
gave them me, is greater than all; 
and no man is able to pluck them 
out of my Father’s hand, I and 
my Father are one.” 


The Father and the Son are 
united in protecting the sheep; 
they are one in purpose and 
power, to see that the Devil 
doesn’t get any of their sheep. 
Thank God for that text in the 
Bible. They are one in love for 
the sheep. They both love the 
sheep to the same degree. 


Jesus Christ is the Son of God 
and He is the Son of God un- 
equaled. But He is more than 
that—Jesus Christ is the Saviour 
of the world. And when I say that, 
I want to use a word that will 
qualify His work. He is the Sav- 
iour of the world exclusively. 
There is none other. There is none 
other than Jesus Christ; He said 
so Himself, and, declaring His 
purpose when He was preaching, 
said, “I am the door: by me if 
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any man enter in, he shall be 
saved,” 


What did Peter say in his ser- 
mon about Christ’s Saviourhood. 
Peter made no mistake when he 
said, ‘““There is none other name 
under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved” (Acts 
4:12). Peter said every other 
name is crossed off. No other one 
can save a man; no other one has 
a passion to save; no other one 
has the power to save; no other 
one has the ability to save. Peter 
looked into the faces of those 
Jews who had crucified the Lord 
of Glory and said, “Neither is 
there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved.” Not another 
name can save. In John 14:6 Je- 
sus Christ Himself said, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me.” Any person who tries to 
come any other way is a thief and 
a robber. 


Man or woman, if you ever get 
to Heaven, if you ever find God, 


you have to come the “Jesus 
way.” You have to come by 
Christ; there is no other road. 


Every other road _ has_ been 
blocked; every other bridge is bro- 
ken; every other gulf has no way 
across it. Jesus Christ said, ‘T 
am the way to the Father.’ There 
is no other way. When He said, “I 
am the door,” that excluded every 
other .entrance and every other 
road to Heaven. 

You see, this Peerless Person—- 
He is the Son of God unequaled. 
He is the Saviour of the world, 
exclusively, and He is the sover- 
eign Lord exalted. That is where 
the Holy Ghost places Him. He 
has made Him “Lord.” In the 
Gospels, Jesus Christ is not spoken 
of as Lord, except on one or two 
occasions. Thomas said, “My Lord 
and my God,” after His resur- 
rection. But please notice that in 
the Acts of the Apostles the 
“Workmanship of the Holy Ghost” 
is dealt with as well as the 
“Apostleship of the Disciples,” 
and this account also sets forth 
the “Lordship of Christ.” Peter, in 
his sermon said, “God hath made 
that same Jesus, whom ye have 
crucified, both Lord and Christ” 
(Acts 2:36). God made Him Lord, 
and in the book of Acts Jesus 
Christ is set forth as Lord. Now 
He is the sovereign Lord exalted. 
In Hebrews 1:8-10 we read: 


“But unto the Son he saith, 
Thy throne, O God, is for ever 
and ever: a sceptre of righteous- 
ness 1s the sceptre of thy kingdom. 
Thou hast loved righteousness, 
and hated iniquity; therefore God, 
even thy God, hath anointed thee 
with the oil of gladness above thy 
fellows, And, Thou, Lord, in the 
beginning hast laid the foundation 
of the earth; and the heavens are 
the works of thine hands.” 


Jesus Christ has been made, in- 
deed, Lord of all. He has power 
above all; He has power above all 
the powers of men. ‘All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in 
earth.” All celestial power be- 
longs to Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God. He has more power than 
any angel in the Gloryland. Je- 
sus Christ, the Son of God has 
more power than seraphim and 
cherubim. All power is given unto 
Him on earth. All saving power 
belongs to Him. And remember, 
all keeping power belongs to Him. 
I’m not afraid of the Devil run- 
ning away with everything. All 
power is given to Jesus Christ. 
He has power above all the powers 
of men. He has a name that is 
above all the names of men, and 
that name has been given Him by 
God the Father (Phil. 2:9, 10). 
“And his name shall be called 
‘Wonderful.’ ” 


A lady once said to me—“You 
used the word ‘Wonderful’ this 
morning concerning the person of 
Jesus Christ. I’ve been a school- 
teacher and I often use words 
that have to do with the super- 
lative in language and that word 
‘Wonderful’ should be used care- 
fully. A Bible teacher once said 
that one ought to use that word 
‘Wonderful’ only when speaking 
of Jesus Christ.” 

That's His name. He is wonder- 
ful; He is wonderful!

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Then the lady said, ‘“This morn- 
ing you used this name three or 
four times and I recognized it. 
I’ve been sensitive to it ever since 
I heard that statement from the 
Bible teacher, and I try to guard 
my lips about the word ‘Wonder- 
ful.’” 


This word belongs to Jesus 
Christ; it belongs to Him only. 
Why, His name is called ‘Wonder- 
ful’! It is among the five names 
that Isaiah gave Him. His name 
is “Immanuel” or “God with us,” 
and is that not wonderful? By 
His name we are saved; by His 
name we are accepted before God. 
We are accepted in the Beloved, 
in the person of Jesus Christ. 


He has power above all the 
power of men. He has a name 
that is above the names of men. 
More than that, He has a position 
above all others. He is seated far 
above all principalities and pow- 
ers, in the heavenlies at God’s 
right hand. Oh, what a Peerless 
Person! That Peerless Person, the 
only begotten Son of God, hath 
appeared to put away sin by the 
sacrifice of Himself. 

The second thing in the text is: 


The Paramount Purpose 


‘He hath appeared to put away 
sin.’ To put away sin is the pecu- 
liar prerogative of Jesus Christ. 
Sin is a present reality; you can’t 
escape it. No matter where you 
go, sin is a present, powerful real- 
ity. It is a present reality in every 
heart and life. It makes no dif- 
ference whether you go to India 
or to Russia; it makes no dif- 
ference whether it is in a child’s 
life or a man’s life—sin is a pres- 
ent reality. You hear it; you see 
it; you feel it; and you can’t es- 
cape it. 

Sin is a personal responsibility. 
The reason that men sin is be- 
cause they like to sin. You are 
responsible for your sin—it is your 
personal responsibility. You don’t 
have to sin. You can turn to God 
and get help. No person has to 
continue in sin; no person has to 
continue ~practicing sin. Man is 
responsible for his own sin. You 
are responsible for your sins— 
your lying, your swearing, your 
stealing, your dirty tongue, and 
your gossip. God holds you respon- 
sible. Sin is & personal responsibil- 
ity. You have sinned—that is your 
personal responsibility. Don’t say 
you couldn’t help it. Sure, I know 
you have a carnal nature. But 
you ought to seek God for grace 
to rise above it. 


Sin is more than that—it is a 
public reflection. Do you listen 
to the preacher often as he prays? 
He talks about how far America 
has gotten away from God. This 
land and this nation that had such 
a good foundation—how far we 
have gone away from God! What 
has taken us away? Only one 
thing, and that is sin. Sin is a 
public reflection on us. Sin is a 
public reflection in our personal 
life. Sin is a public reflection in 
our family life. Sin is a_ public 
reflection in our _ political life. 
Sin is a public reflection in our 
social life. It ought not to be. 


Sin has a present remedy. ‘He 
hath appeared’ to do what? ‘He 
hath appeared to put away sin.’ 
Everybody is practicing sin. You 
tell me somebody who doesn’t 
practice sin. Everybody practices 
it—everybody is committing it. 
Tell me somebody who doesn’t 
commit sin. Society practices sin— 
dancing and drinking and carous- 
ing. Wherever one goes he finds 
bars, dance halls, road houses, and 
dens of iniquity. 

While coming home from a 
meeting not long ago, Mrs. Tel- 
ford and I noticed that every bar- 
room along the road from York, 
every place where there was a 
beer sign, was encompassed in 
darkness. And usually there was a 
sign in the window advertising 
“Somehody’s beer,” “Somebody’s 
ale.” Usually there would be a 
line of cars—forty or fifty—some 
of the places had nearly one hun- 
dred cars parked there after mid- 
night. Society practices drinking 
and carousing and debauchery. 
Sinners practice sin. Where is it 
not being practiced? Some try to 
cover it up; some are convicted of 
it—they are so few, and not many 
are confessing their sins. But 
there is no one other than Jesus

who can put it away. You have 
to turn to Him. The sin that mas- 
ters you and the sin that controls 
you and the sin that you ought 
to confess can be put away. There 
is Only one person who can put it 
away and that person is Jesus. 
‘He hath appeared to put away 
sin.’ No one other than Jesus can 
cleanse us from sin. 


But how well He does it! He 
does it personally, individually. 
Isn't that grand? He doesn’t do 
it in a sort of group fashion. He 
doesn’t wave His hand over a 
crowd and by some mysterious 
power take a group into God's 
family, forgiving their sins in 
bulk. Of course, He could if they 
all believed at once. I remember 
when I became a citizen of the 
United States I was taken in with 
a group. All of us were put to- 
gether and we raised our hands 
together, and then we were sworn 
in together. They took us in as 
a group. When Jesus Christ puts 
away your sin, He puts it away 
personally and individually. When 
He puts it away, He puts it away 
by Himself. He doesn’t tolerate 
anyone else interferring in the 
matter of putting away sin. He 
didn’t give that job to angels. No, 
He does it by himself. ‘““‘When He 
had by’—what is the next word? 
“Himself’’—“‘When he had by him- 
self purged our sins.” He does it 
personally. “It is finished,” He 
said. That provision is enough. “It 
is written,” He said. That is proof 
enough. What is? Why, that He 
put away sin. 

He does it personally and thank 
God, He does it perfectly. If there 
is anything that is done perfectly 
it is the matter of putting away 
of human sin by Jesus Chirst. 
When He said, “It is finished,” 
the punishment and penalty for 
every sin was paid for. The old 
sins that have been haunting your 
soul for years, the wicked sins 
of young manhood that have been 
clinging to your soul so long, that 
have been springing out of the 
closet and lashing the mind and 
soul, were all taken care of in 
the atoning death of Jesus Christ. 
“Believest thou this?” Yes, and 
those sins committed recently, the 
new ones that have not yet started 
to haunt the soul, He died to put 
away. And what about the little 
sins that are mean and nasty and 
dirty and make your life so foul 
and unclean? Yes, He died to 
put them all away—the big sins, 
the ones that haunt and hurt; the 
unknown sins, the sins of ignor- 
ance that you seem to know noth- 
ing about. 


When Christ was dying on the 
cross, He said, ‘‘Father, forgive 
them.” But forgive them for 
what? “They know not what they 
do.” The sins of ignorance had 
to be atoned for. Every sin in your 
life that you ought to have con- 
fessed and have not confessed, 
sins that you will have to stand 
before God to give account for, 
have already been provided for. 
You ought to confess now to God 
saying, “Oh God, if there be sins 
I don’t know, sins that I haven't 
named, unclean sins that I have 
committed before thee which are 
foul and have hurt my life, Lord, 
dig them up and root them out. 
I want them put away.” He puts 
all those sins away, when you 
ask Him to forgive them. 


He does it not only personally 
and perfectly—thank God for the 
assurance they are gone—but He 
also does it permanently. They 
are gone forever; they will never 
spring up before your face again. 
They will never come up to your 
mind again and lay a _ charge 
against you that you will have to 
give an account for. “Remembered 

. no more.” Thy sins and thy 
iniquities are remembered no 
more. Where did they go? “As far 
as the east is from the west” from 
the mind of God. Thank God for 
that. He came to do one thing, 
and that one thing was to put 
away sin. When John the Baptist 
made this statement, it was one 
of the greatest statements any 
New Testament preacher had ever 
made: 


“Behold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world.” 


He tears them away, rips away 
the sin of the world and of every 
individual believer. 


To put away sin is a big job. 
There is an awful lot of sin. 
There’s a lot of sin in that block 
in the town where you live, broth- 
er. There is a lot of sin in the 
block in the town that I live in. 
Add up all the sin in your town 
—He came to put it away. John 
says He handled and judged the 
sin of the whole world. This is 
what Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, came to do—none other could 
do it. It is His prerogrative alone. 
Jesus Christ has the ability to 
do it. 


Now, I want to ask you a ques- 
tion. Have your sins been put 
away? Are they gone? Have they 
all been put away as far as the 
east is from the west? I want you 
to associate II Peter 2:9 with this 
matter of sin. 


“The Lord knoweth how to de- 
liver the godly out of temptations, 
and to reserve the unjust unto the 
day of judgment to be punished.” 


Here the Spirit of God is ad- 
vertising the Lord Jesus as being 
able to do two things. He knows 
how to do one of these two things 
for every man. It doesn’t matter 
who they are. First, He knows 
“how to deliver the godly out of 
temptation.” 


Second, He knows how to keep 
the sinner for the day of judg- 
ment to be punished. He knows 
how to destroy sinners and He 
knows how to save and keep 
saints. He will do one of these 
two things for every person who 
reads this sermon. When we trust 
Jesus Christ as our Saviour, He 
can, by His grace, preserve us for 
Heaven. And He can preserve a 
man who doesn’t accept Him for 
the judgment that is to come. 


Often when one goes down the 
street, he sees advertised what a 
certain store does. In front of that 
particular store there will be an 
advertisement indicating that they 
sell electric washers or that they 
sell electric carpet sweepers or 
that they sell rugs, or whatever 
the case might be. The sign in 
front advertises what they will do 
for those who will come inside the 
door, how they will be cared for, 
what will be offered them and 
what treatment they can expect 
to receive, as customers. All is 
advertised on a sign in front. Why 
do I say this to you? Because we 
have in this text an advertisement 
declaring the ability of Jesus 
Christ to do two things. He says, 
‘I know how to keep the godly. 
I can keep the godly here, while 
they are passing through the 
world. I know how to save and 
I know how to keep a person for 
judgment.’ Yes, He knows how. He 
knows how to make a man godly. 


But we are not godly for “all 
have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God.” Isaiah 53 says, “All 
we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his 
own way; and the Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all.” 
“There is none righteous, no, not 
one.”” We have all gone astray— 
and gone astray so far. He knows 
how to save a person. You do not 
know how to save. But he does! 
You don’t have to know how! You 
just have to trust Him to save 
you. 


You need a suit of clothes; so 
you go to the tailor shop. You 
can’t make a suit for yourself; 
since you can’t, you go to the 
tailor who can. You have much 
confidence in the tailor, that he 
knows how to make a suit of 
clothes to fit you. 

When you feel ill, you go to the 
doctor. As you sit in his office, 
you notice that around the office 
he has all kinds of diplomas, all 
framed. The schools and colleges 
from which he has graduated are 
made known. Those degrees and 
diplomas tell you that he is a 
graduate; that he has -passed the 
examinations in medicine; and 
that now he is a full-fledged doc- 
tor and is practicing medicine. 
You are sick and all you can do 
will not cure you. You would 
have cured yourself by taking 
lemon juice or something, if you 
could have done it, but you 
couldn’t do it. You go to the doc- 
tor and you commit your case into 
his hands. He knows how to cure 
you. That’s why you commit your 
case to him. 

TI have never driven a railroad 
engine; I have never driven the 
locomotive of a train. But when 
I get on a train, I know there is 
a man sitting at the throttle of 
that engine who knows how to 


drive it. I just sit in the train and 
read and study or do whatever I 
want to do, knowing that the man 
in the engine knows how to drive 
it. 

If you get into difficulty you 
go to a lawyer. You go into his 
office knowing that he has prac- 
ticed law, that he studied iaw, 
that he knows the laws of the 
land. He has graduated; he has his 
certificates on the wall; he is 
qualified to render legal informa- 
tion in that particular service in 
order that you might find justice. 
His training has qualified him 
for that service. 

Notice that the doctor’s training 
qualified him to care for the sick 
and diseased. The dentist’s train- 
ing has qualified him for that 
special and specific service; he can 
take care of it. 


Hallelujah, do you know what 
I'm saying to you? I am felling 
you that the person and sacri- 
ficial death of Jesus Christ has 
qualified Him for a special serv- 
ice. Do you know what that serv- 
ice is? That service is “saving 
men.” He saves men. He is quali- 
fied for that particular service. 
Jesus knows how. Jesus Christ 
is skilled in the art of saving men. 
He was chosen for that task from 
before the foundation of the 
world. Jesus is an expert in the 
saving business. He knows how to 
do it. Nobody else knows how; Je- 
sus does. He knows how to get you 
out of trouble. He knows how to 
get you out of sin. 


If you go to a tailor and trust 
the tailor to make a suit to fit 
you, surely you can trust Jesus 
to make a robe of righteousness 
that will clothe you for all eter- 
nity. I’m saying that if you trust 
a doctor to care for your physical 
ailment, surely you can trust Je- 
sus Christ, the Son of God, to 
take care of all your moral and 
spiritual ills and to wash them 
away in His cleansing blood. He 
is the great physician. A doctor's 
good reputation brings in patients. 
If I told you I didn’t feel well, you 
would whisper in my ear, “Go see 
Dr. Brown on Front Street. Yes, 
you ought to go see him; he 
knows how to handle your trou- 
ble.” A doctor’s reputation always 
brings in or keeps out patients. 
Your friends tell 27ou of others he 
has helped and cured. 


What is the record that Jesus 
Christ has? He has been in the 
saving business. since man fell. 
He is an expert at it. Every case 
brought to Him has been cured. 
Any man who gets into Heaven 
gets in because of the healing 
balm that is in the blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He has been 
saving men down through the 
ages, Remember that at Pentecost 
Peter preached a sermon and Je- 
sus moved in and saved—how 
many? Three thousand. Jesus has 
been saving them ever since. He 
has a reputation for saving peo- 
ple. That is why, ever since I be- 
gan preaching, I have been com- 
mending folk to Jesus Christ. 


And what did Andrew do? He 
brought his brother to Jesus. 
Why? Because Jesus Christ could 
save. Why did Peter stand up and 
say: 


“Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” 
—Acts 4:12. 


Because Jesus Christ has a 
reputation for saving people, that 


is what He does. Friend, no one 
else can save. Christ knows how, 
and He can. But He also knows 
how to reserve the ungodly for 
judgment. Listen to this: 


“God spared not the angels that 
sinned, but cast them down to 
hell, and~- délivered them into 
chains of darkness, to be reserved 
unto judgment.” 


God knows how +o keep a sin- 
ner for Hell. God knew how to 
keep Noah and his own, didn’t 
He? He put them in the ark. He 
knows how to deliver the godly, 
yes, He does, and how to take 
care of them. There is another 
thought in this text—I want you 
to see it—it speaks of the suffer- 
ings of Christ, the price that He 
paid to be able to put away our 
sin. 


The Painful Pathway 


The price He paid was by “the 
sacrifice of himself.’’ Oh, what it 
cost God to save us! What a price 
Jesus paid to be the Saviour of 
mankind. No one will ever know 
the pain it cost Him when He 
died to put away our sin. It was 
a tremendous undertaking and at 
a tremendous cost. 


Was He driven to it? No, He 
said, ‘I have power to lay down 
my life and I have power to take 
it again.’ 

What did it cost Him? I'll tell 
you what it cost Him. He started 
by incarnation first of all: then, 
persecution; and on to humilia- 
tion. They took Him to the cross 
and nailed Him to it. And then 
by crucifixion and by resurrection 
and exaltation He went to God's 
right hand; there He is living now 
to make intercession for us. He 
did it by “‘personal desire.’ He did 
it by dreadful agony. The soul of 
His agony was the agony of His 
soul. My friend, Jesus Christ was 
paying the price when He said, 
“My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” He bore all the 
agony of the cross to put away 
sin—-to put it away for you and 
for me. The death, even the death 
of the cross, was the Painful Path- 
way, and He suffered it by divine 
appointment.

Stanley High in Billy Gra- 
ham’s Official Biography 
Slanders Bob Jones 
University 

Last year McGraw-Hill Book 
Company, Inc., published the bio- 
graphy, BILLY GRAHAM: The 
Personal Story of the Man, His 
Message, and His Mission, by Stan- 
ley High, an editor of The Reader’s 
Digest. The author expresses his 
indebtedness “to Ruth and Billy 


Graham for their wholehearted 
approval of and cooperation in 
this undertaking.” So the book 
officially represents the Billy 
Graham viewpoint. The § facts, 
the pictures, the Billy Graham 
opinions expressed there could 
not have been secured without 
Billy Graham's approval. He has 


more than once publicly approved 
the book. 

Stanley High is a Methodist 
modernist, trained at Boston Uni- 
versity School of Theology. 

Now Billy Graham was for a 
short time a student in Bob Jones | 
College“€vhen it was stationed in 
Cleveland, Tennessee. This is part 
of what Stanley High says about 
Bob Jones College: 


“Tts founder and head was the 


school of one book: the Bible. 
Bible reading, prayer, and prac- 
tice-preaching were every stud- 
ent’s daily diet. Billy, although 
still no candidate for the min- 
istry, was quickly signed up for 
a ‘major’ in theology. 

“But he did not stay long at 
Bob Jones College. In his un- 
certain frame of mind he found 
the religious rigidity of the 
place oppressive. Dr. Jones was 
a difficult taskmaster. There 
were rules and regulations ga- 
lore; a too regimented social 
life: no intercollegiate sports. 
Billy, unfamiliar with such re- 
straints and unhappy about 
them, was involved in an esca- 
pade or two which—though he 
elequently talked his way out 
of them—left him marked as 
a possible ‘problem.’ He left at 
the end of the first semester” 
(page 72). 


However, much more is inferred 
about Bob Jones University, and 
the language “of the two  para- 
graphs above is to be interpreted 
in the light of similar language 
later on in the book. 

Wheaton College is held up as 
a great contrast to Bob Jones 
University in the following words: 


“Although orthodox in theo- 
logy and steeped in the Scrip- 
tures, Wheaton was a new 
world intellectually, a world 
not wholly bounded by the Bi- 
ble. He came for the first 
time into serious contact with 
areas of knowledge which were 
not necessarily suspect because 
they were not invariably Bibli- 
cal. These discoveries, it is 
true, did not turn him toward 
scholarship. But they did begin 
to turn him away from that 
kind of strait-jacketing religion 
which for lack of intellectual 
exposure might have become in 
him, as it has in others, relli- 
gious bigotry.” 


Again Bob Jones University, as 
“school of one book” and a place 
of “religious rigidity” and of “re- 
ligious bigotry” is in mind and

ways to make use of others 
whose theological cast and mold 
were not, in every large and 
small particular, precisely like 
one’s own.” 


One cannot in a few lines show 
the whole bias of the book. But 
it is obvious that it was intended 
to hold up Bob Jones University 
to ridicule as a place of narrow- 
ness, of oppressive religious rigid- 
ity, of bigotry, a place anti-intel- 
lectual and overly narrow in 
fundamentalism. The impression 
throughout the book, ona mature, 
spiritual mind, is well expressed 
by the review in Moody Monthly 
for November, 1956. Remember 
that Moody Monthly’s review is 
favorable to Billy Graham, though 
not always favorable to Stanley 
High. And this published review 
said: 

“Possibly the most unpardon- 
able item in the whole book is 
the very slighting reference 
made to a highly’ respected 
evangelical college in the South. 
We feel the author has gone 
far beyond the bounds of good 
taste in the way he character- 
izes this school.” 


So the Billy Graham who broke 
the rules at Bob Jones College and 
talked his way out of escapades, 
found the strict moral and social 
standards, which make the school 
so greatly loved by parents, op- 
pressive to him, and left. He 
allowed Stanley High to put these 
slighting references to Bob- Jones 
University in his biography. 


Graham Team Asks Bob Jones 
University to Boost New 
York Crusade 


President Bob Jones, Jr., tells 
me how Dr. Mitchell, a_ paid 
worker of the Graham = team, 


wrote him asking for permission 
to put on a rally in Bob Jones 
University, in Rodeheaver Audi- 
torium, we understand, to enlist 
the faculty and student body in 
prayer support and other support 
for the New York Crusade. 


Already the American public 
was being bombarded with letters, 
with paid advertisements, and 
with articles in many magazines 
put out or inspired by the Graham 
team, saying that the Crusade 
was every Christian’s business, 
that every Christian would have 
to give an account for whether or 
not he supported the New York 
Crusade properly. Appeal was 
made for money by private letter. 
In the public articles the empha- 
Sis was put on prayer. Everywhere 
the emphasis was of the same 
kind that the radically strong de- 
nominational headquarters make. 


Their program is the program of | 


God. One who does not support 
their program is untrue to Christ. 


And so at Bob Jones Univer- 
sity it was proposed that the 
Graham team, five or six states 
away, hundreds of miles distant 
from New York, should have an 
official meeting, under control of 
the Billy Graham team, to boost 
the New York Crusade. It was to 
be called a prayer meeting, but 
it was to be in effect a_ rally, 
committing the University to back 
up the Crusade without any re- 
gard to the unscriptural sponsor- 
ship and the unholy fellowship 
With unbelievers that was involved. 


The affable and _ gentlemanly 
president, Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., 
wrote back with kindly words to 
Dr. Mitchell and expressed sor- 
row that he could not conscien- 
tiously grant the request. All 
might pray for Dr. Billy Graham 
who felt led to do so, of course, 
but the University could not offi- 
ciaily endorse a program that 
it regarded as unscriptural and 
could not now change a plan 
which it had been following for 
nearly thirty years of maintain- 
ing a sharp line between funda- 
mentalism and modernism,  be- 
tween belief‘in the historic Chris- 
tian faith and denial of that faith. 


We must remember that some 
years ago when Dr. Billy Graham 
was called as president of North- 
western Schools, Dr. Bob Jones, 
Sr., led Bob Jones University to 
give him a doctor’s degree, to 
strengthen him in his position as 
the new president following Dr. 
Riley at Northwestern. Again, 
Rodeheaver Auditorium had been 
opened to him, and the Billy Gra- 


ham team had put on a nation- 
wide broadcast in a Sunday after- 
noon service there. However, Dr. 
Bob Jones, Sr., and his distin- 
guished son had gone on record 
publicly against the matter of 
yoking up with unbelievers, apply- 
ing that Bible principle to the 
Billy Graham New York Crusade 
as they applied it to their own 
lives and to the lives of others. 
And their position was known. 
So the stage was being set to put 
Bob Jones University in back of 
the New York Crusade despite 
its modernistic sponsorship, or to 
create an embarrassing situation 
for the Drs. Bob Jones, Sr., and 
Jr., So a request went for a big, 
mass “prayer meeting,” which was 
politely refused on the grounds 
that the University could not 
conscientiously put its influence 
back of the sponsorship in New 
York City, nor ask God to bless 
what He had already plainly said 
in His Word was wrong.

Father-in-law Writes — Did 
Dr. Jones Forbid Any Student 
to Pray for Billy Graham? 


Now Dr. Nelson Bell, the phy- 
sician from Montreat, ‘North Caro- 
lina, and Dr. Graham's father-in- 
law, made executive’ editor |. of 
Christianity Today when Dr. Gra- 
ham gave $10,000 to help found 
that magazine, entered the pic- 
ture. He wrote Dr. Bob Jones, 
Sr. Note that it is a new writer 
and that the letter is addressed 
not to Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., but to 
Dr. Bob Jones, Sr. But the pawns 
are on the same chessboard and 
moved, no doubt, by the same 
master mind. I saw the letter 
Dr. Bell wrote saying he heard 
a shocking thing, and hoped Dr. 
Bob Jones would correct it at 
once. He had heard that Dr. Bob 
Jones, Sr., had forbidden anybody 
on Bob Jones University campus 
to pray for Billy Graham! Was 
it true? 

I also saw the reply. Dr. Bob 
Jones, Sr., graciously answered 
that of course it was unthinkable 
that anybody could control the 
private prayer life of individuals, 
whether students or teachers. 
Who could prevent anybody from 
praying for anybody he wanted 
to pray for? And Dr. Jones as- 
sured Dr. Bell as his son, Presi- 
dent Bob, had assured Dr. Mit- 
chell, that he prayed for Billy Gra- 
ham himself daily. He said frank- 
ly he could not pray for God to 
bless the organization of the New 
York Crusade which was obvious- 
ly contrary to the Scriptures. But 
he could pray for God to bless Dr. 
Billy Graham, to help him get 
out of his dilemma, and help him 
do right in the future about this 
matter of yoking up with unbe- 
lievers. And Dr. Jones’ prayed 
that God would overcome evil 
with good, and make the mistakes 
of a good man to praise Him.

Every student was en- 
couraged to pray that God would 
work out the matter of Dr. Gra- 
ham, to honor Himself and save 
the cause of Christ great injury, 
but the University would not of- 
ficially put on any kind of a 
service which would be construed 
as an endorsement of an unscrip- 
tural combine with widely known 
modernists. The letter. was fac- 
tual, it was kindly. It could not 
well be misunderstood. 

Now why would it be _inter- 
preted that Dr. Bob Jones would 
forbid anyone to pray for Billy 
Graham? Why would that simple, 


honest letter be used in charges 


of intolerance and bigotry? No 
such issue was made at other 
schools. The Billy Graham team 
wrote other schools also, trying 
to get.a big public rally to enlist 
supporters for the New York 
Crusade and were turned down, 
yet they made no issue of the 
matter. Dr. Lee Roberson tells 


me that Tennessee Temple Schools 
was urged to have such a service 
but did not agree to it. Why is 
it wrong for a school to decide 
what kind of services it wants 
to officially sponsor? And why 
should people insist that a Chris- 
tian school go against its basic 
position, established for thirty 
years, that it would not yoke up 
with modernism nor endorse that 
unequal and unscriptural yoke? 
But other schools were not the 
point of attack. Bob Jones Uni- 
versity was most active in the 
fundamentalist field and in the 
field of evangelism. And so Bob 
Jones University was the one to 
be hurt, if possible, and so they 
attacked again. 


A Misled Student Is Led to 
His Ruin and Used for 
Propaganda 


Last spring a ministerial stu- 
dent in Bob Jones University be- 
gan a campaign of griping at the 
University. One of those basic 
rules of the University is, ‘“‘Grip- 
ing will not be tolerated.” In vari- 
ous class meetings he made an 


committee, after Dr. Jones’ inter- 
cession, agreed to give him an- 
other chance, and he was retained 
in the school on a provisional basis 
after he expressed his sorrow for 
certain attitudes and assured them 
of his co-operation. 

Again the student broke rules 
and was brought before the Dis- 
cipline Committee. The Discipline 
Committee, composed of both stu- 
dents and faculty, felt he should 
be expelled. Dr. Jones suggested, 
would they not simply put him on 
probation, give him within three 
demerits of enough to expel him, 
and give him another chance? 

The student asked if that would 
mean he would still have all the 
privileges, be in the preacher's 


contest, etc. He was told that, no, | 


he would be on probation, he 


would need to mind his business. | 


Some students go four years with- 
out a single demerit, and he could 
make it through commencement 
without three if he tried, but he 
would be frankly held on proba- 
tion. He would not accept the re- 
prieve on those grounds and so 
left, expelled. 

Who primed the boy? Who 
talked to him? I do not know. 
I simply know that he was evi- 
dently in touch all along with the 
Graham headquarters.
